Perhaps the toughest assignment 
handed us today is to protect the 
health of our adolescent boys and 
girls. They are impatient of restraint 
The adult wp rid is wide-open to 
them. They look big enough and 
strong enough to take it, which they 
sure not. They want to live, the lives 
>of playboys and glamour girls while 
also going to school or holding down 
jobs. Nature, sometimes an ally on 
whom one can counfto do the right 
thing, is no help here, simply egging 
them on to spend their eneigies like 
drunken sailors. If they are to be pro¬ 
tected and brought into healthy ma¬ 
turity, we have got to do it. 

One of the greatest hazards^be¬ 
tween them and that healthy maturity 
is tuberculosis. 

Much of our work is still ahead, and 
it is difficult work because we are not 
dealing any longer with children who 
expect to “mind their mothers,” even 
if they resist, but with rebellious peo¬ 
ple who look grown-up but are not, 
and who cannot be handled by being

Our density is sueh that we cannot see why Britain and 
France should sweep the seas of German mines so that 
Dutch ships may carry German products to neutral coun¬ 
tries where Geimany can get foreign exchange that will 
enable it to go on sowing mines in the north Sea and Eng¬ 
lish channel that may wreck Dutch ships engaged in that 
or any other line of sea-borne commerce. If they want to 
carry on, the least thing they can do is to lend a hand in 
the mine-sweeping. 


Hogs Rise and Shine 


f\NE cheerful prospect on the horizon at present for 

'“'farm folk is the assurance that Britain is a depend¬ 
able market for hogs. British needs, as set up to Octo- 
bzer 31, 1940, are placing a demand on Canada for a 
steady output, considerably in excess of exports of re¬ 
cent years. But the cautious farmer is accepting this 
good news with moderation. He feels that all over Can¬ 
ada farmers will be greatly increasing production-, and 
there will be a tendency to launch excessively into this 
one apparently profitable phase of the industry. If ev* 
eryone expands greatly, there will again be danger of 
overproduction. One reason for increased requirements 
of Britain is said to be the transportation difficulties 
which are affecting Danish producers ancl others in the 
sea zones, most seriously alfected by war. Such condi¬ 
tions may not prevail indefinitely, and the basis of pres¬ 
ent agreement with Britain expires in less than a year. 
Britain may have good reason for renewing bacon"trade 
with Denmark. 

However, Canada is in position to impress the Brit¬ 
ish market favorably with her output. In the past Dan¬ 
ish producers have catered very definitely apd also suc¬ 
cessfully to the British bacon taste, with the added 
virtue of a consistent output. Canada now has oppor¬ 
tunity to show what she can do in supplying an equally 
satisfactory service. 

One weakness of Canadian production, in contrast to 
highly organized Denmark, is the lack of regulation and 
co-operation. The producers of Ontario and Quebec will 
expand, those in the Maritimes will do Jhe same; west¬ 
ern provinces will follow suit, each individual farmer 
following his own individual hunch. This seems to be a 
case in which some form of regulation is required to 
safeguard the ovcrenthusiastic and provide some assur¬ 
ance to the cautious that he will not be left floundering 
in an unprofitable sea of hogs. Granted that Canada 
agriculture does not lend itself so neatly to regulation 
as a more compact country, it even no\v has abundant 
machinery for going forward on a less hazardous basis 
than now prevails. 

The collapse of pik-es following the last great war, 
proved that trusted authorities were not always infal¬ 
lible. At present it would appear that the home market 
at 9 cents a pound or thereabouts would be profitable. 
Dairying also seems likely to be profitable under war 
conditions. But in any farm expansion, whether it be in 
land or stock, the farmer would do well to go cautious¬ 
ly, and clean up as he moves. 


A Canadian newspaper thinks Communists in other 
countries will turn against Stalin because of his brutality 
to Finland. Itjdoes not know the Communists. They take 
their inspiration and orders from Moscow and ask no 
questions.

dian poultry. These prime birds are of little conse¬ 
quence in face of need for war material, and they are 
not making their customary pilgrimage abroad. So the 
Canadian market is at present Hooded with turkey. The 
king of birds is no longer king. He is sup erceded even 
by chicken, and is something lower in relative price than 
pork or beef. This situation is revolting to all who cher¬ 
ish the sentiment that the turkey should remain on the 
heights as the luxury bird—something special, to be as¬ 
sociated only with high feast days, and not wjth com¬ 
monplace meals. 

Aside from the sentimental angle of this decline in 
prestige, is the practical fact that the turkey is worth 
more than current prices are bringing, from any stand¬ 
point, the delicacy of the meat, the labor involved in 
bringing the bird to .market condition, the amount of 
feed it consumes in a season. 

Turkey raising seems to fall primarily to the women¬ 
folk, and no urban dweller can realize what toil is in¬ 
volved in bringing a flock through the first six weeks. 
Last June in particular was a most difficult month, in¬ 
volving great labor and anxiety because of the cold, 
wet weather. Any woman.who keeps check on the hours 
she spent in feeding and keeping the birds sanitary, who 
checks also the feed, which is very special in-the early 
and later stages of giowth, will find,that her birds have 
brought poor returns this year. Thirteen cents a pound 
or less eliminates all profitV She may feel her time 
would have been better spent\f she had sat with folded 
hands. 


It is all very well to argue that every country has the 
government it desires and deserves and that therefore the 
wtjole German people must be held responsible for the 
crimes of its government. V\e do not know that the German 
people would have turned out the Nazi government if they 
had the chance, but we do know they did not have the 
chance. That they must all be held responsible for the 
government's actions does not take into consideration those 
who escaped into exile, those who were killed or imprison¬ 
ed and the larger number that saved their lives and liberty 
by silence and passive obedience. We still believe the older 
generations were against war, but what can they do now? 
Their sons are in the army, navy or air fleet. 


What a tangled skein the historian will have to unravel 
when he writes the history of the past few years! Italy and 
Japan sign an anti-Commitern pact with Germany,.and in 
a year or two Germany lines up with the Commitern. Ger¬ 
many and Russia make peace pacts with neighbors and in 
a short time are at war with them. Italy makes a sudden 
raid on a neighbor and in a year finds fault with Russia 
for doing the same. Russia and Germany call each other all 
sorts of vile names and a few months later are hand in 
glove. Hitler and Stalin fight each other in Spain and next 
year are cheek by jowl. One year, Mussolini is angrily de¬ 
nying Italian intervention in Spain;next year he is welcom- 
inb back his legions and boasting of their achievements. 
One year he joins in the hunt for pirate subs; next year his 
press glories in the fact that they were Italian and that 
they sank ships carrying supplies to the enemy in Spain. 
The historian will have to devote a chapter also to the dates 
upon which Hitler gave promises and assurances and the 
dates upon which he broke them. When "people become civil¬ 
ized and read the history of the past few years, they will 
be apt to conclude that the historian lied or that several 
countries in Europe had fallen under the control of liars, 
gangsters, killers and racketeers.

Treasury Branches Show In¬ 
creasing Deficit in Operation 
Contrast to Chattered Banks 


During the session coming up, and 
the election campaign, the government 
is going to have to defend the Treas¬ 
ury Branches which have been in op¬ 
eration for over a year, and have 
proved the most costly experiment "o 
far made by the government. 

I p to' the present these 'have cost 
taxpayers more than $650,000. In the 
past six months the .deficit was more 
than twice 
six months, 
ment's own figures, 
total deposits were 
deficit to that date was $159,000. On 
a 12 month basis the cost to taxpayers 
of having these deposits is over 250 
of the deposits per year. 

This is in sharp contrast to the 
much criticized chartered banks. Be¬ 
ing unable to dip into public treasury 
for expenses, the banks operate at an 
average cost of 3 r < per annum of 'the 
money they handle. General cast of 
operation, wages and interest to de¬ 
positors are $3,0001000 for every 
$100,000,000 of assets. They have 
revenues on the other side from inter¬ 
est from borrowers, government se¬ 
curities, etc., and they hope that this 
revenue will bring in an average of a 
little more than 0', of total assets. 
Alberta’s experiment in banking is 
thus costing taxpayers more than 
eight times as" much as chartered 
banks allow themselves, without pro¬ 
viding a fraction of the service. 

That operating cost of the treasury 
branches does not include the $450,000 
in capital expenditure paid out of the 
treasury in the past year for adminis¬ 
tration costs and buildings, which in¬ 
clude in operating costs. The deficit 
does not include small amounts in bon¬ 
us for purchase of Alberta made goods 
Over'a year this indicates a turnover 
through treasuy bandies of less than 
$500,000 in Alberta-made goods which 
would have been sold anyway.—Oko-

What is the difference between a 
British “White Paper’’ and “Blue 
Book?” 

B/itain issues an enormous mass of 
documents which arc usually publish, 
ed by His Majesty's Stationery Office. 
Most of the material thus issued is of 
a routine description, and is generally 
bound in blue paper covers. Hence the 
term Blue Book. 

A White Paper in Britain is simply 
a Blue Book from which the cover of 
blu£ has been omitted, either to save 
expense or to save time. Usually 
White Papers are issued to meet some 
•special ajnl irfynediate situation. Foi 
nstancfe, the earlier account of Anglo 
Herman negotiations appeared as a 
Blue Book, but the later narrative l>y 
Sir Neville Henderson, British Am¬ 
bassador to Berlin, of interviews on 
the eve of war was issued as a 
White Paper. 

The symbol “C,” “Cmd” or “Cd” 
means, that the Blue Book or White 
Paper is Issued “By Command” of 
some authority, either Parliament or 
the Crown.
